past 16 years, Enos has marked 
the season by constructing a 
fantasy world of trains inside 
his New Hampshire Road 
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home. 

“I always wanted to put trains 
around the Christmas tree, and 
I never did it,” explained Enos. 
“When I moved into my current 
home in 1990, and finally 
retired after working 35 years 
at Jordan Marsh, I decided to 
do it.” 

The train set up is quite exten- 
sive and includes laying the 
tracks from wall to wall around 
his living room. Three passen- 
ger trains fill the home with the 
realistic sounds of an operating 
railroad, complete with whistle. 
The collection also includes a 
freight train that can run on the 
tracks in place of the passenger 
cars. While watching the trains 
chug past a village and two 
mangers, Enos and friends are 
transported to another place 
and time. 

On the day after 
Thanksgiving each year, Enos 
begins constructing his winter 
wonderland. Recruiting the 
help of one of his sons, together 
they are able to bring the set to 
life. It takes a lot of patience to 
put it all together and the 
process usually takes a couple 
of days.

Ken Wilson, a gentle genius

There used to a small sign on 
the lawn of a home on Andover 
Street. It read, “The Organ 
Workshop.” You would never 
have guessed that it was for the 
workshop of a genius. 

Ken Wilson was an organist 
extraordinaire. He had a long 
career at WHDH radio in 
Boston, was the artist-in-resi- 
dence at the Hammond Castle 
in Gloucester, and produced 
many recordings and composi- 
tions. 

And for all his great accom- 
plishments, Wilson was a very 
humble man who loved his fam- 
ily, his music and his gardens. 
“I know how good I am,” he 
often said, “but an expert 
plumber is just as good in his 
field. We are both useful mem- 
bers of society — sometimes he 
more than I.” 

A native of Quincy, Wilson 
was president of his class when 
he graduated from the New 
England Conservatory of 
Music. He then studied in Paris 
under the tutelage of the inter- 
nationally famous Joseph 
Bonnet. 

Returning to the U.S., he 
began his career with WHDH 
radio in 1931. For decades, he 
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and pianist Bill Green broad- 
cast live, as the “Ken and Bill 
Show” six evenings a week 
Commercial radio was only on 
the AM band then, WHDH was 
one of the dominant stations in 
Boston. In his career with the 
station, he performed more 
than 75,000 programs. He was 
the music director for the sta- 
tion, later the program director. 

In 1950 and 1951, Wilson and 
Green recorded two albums for 
Columbia Records. They did a 
third album in 1953 for RCA. All 
three albums were highly suc- 
cessful. 

Once, during a radio interview 
at WHDH, he was overwhelmed 
upon learning that the man he 
was talking with was the last 
surviving pupil of Hungarian 
musician Franz Liszt. 

He was also overwhelmed 
when a lovely girl singer, Billie 
Williams, accepted his invita- 
tion to lunch. She later became 
Mrs. Wilson. She continued her 
singing career until she 
cracked her voice singing 
Christmas carols at age 40. She 
now lives in a Methuen nursing 
home and will be 97 next 
month. 

Wilson never went on concert 
tours beyond the Northeast,

saying that his time in the ser- 
vice kept him away long 
enough. He served in the 
Marines in World War II, from 
1942 to 1945, stationed in 
Hawaii, Saipan and Sasebo, in 
Japan. 

Where he did play many, 
many times was at the 
Hammond Castle in Gloucester. 
Built by inventor John Hays 
Hammond, Jr. in the late 1920s, 
the castle has the largest pri- 
vately-owned organ in the 
world, with 10,000 pipes. 
Playing the organ was a chal- 
lenge, and few could master it. 
One who did was Virgil Fox. 
Another was Ken Wilson 

Hammond, said to be the sec- 
ond-most prolific inventor in 
the U.S., is best-known for his 
invention of FM radio and radio 
remote control. He valued 
Thomas Edison as his mentor, 
worked at the U.S. Patent office 
under Alexander Graham Bell, 
and counted as friends the 
Wright brothers and Nikola 
Tesla. Only Edison held more 
patents than Hammond. 

Hammond travelled through 
Europe, where he bought a few 
medieval houses, which were 
shipped to Gloucester, where 
the components were used in 
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the construction of the castle. 
He also collected organ pipes, 
and then had them assembled 
in the Great Hall of his castle. 

The castle overlooks 
Norman's Woe, the reef made 
famous by Longfellow's ballad, 
“The Wreck of the Hesperus.” 
It is a steep and rocky shore- 
line, on an estate Hammond 
inherited from his father. The 
shipwreck occurred during the 
blizzard of Dec. 17, 1839, and 
actually was of a brig named 
the Favorite. The Hesperus was 
a three-masted _ coastal 
schooner, and was tied up in 
Boston during the blizzard 

The setting is quite appropri- 
ate for the Hammond Castle, a 
Gothic mansion. 

Following Hammond’s death 
in 1965, Wilson continued play- 
ing concerts at the castle. He 
recorded several albums on the 
Hammond Castle organ. He 
also performed at the Methuen 
Music Hall, built by Edward 
Searles in the early 1900s, 

Wilson also gave organ 
lessons in his home on Andover 
Street. He had one level of the 
house set up as the organ work- 
shop. His pupils temember him 
as quiet and gentle, with very 
little ego. 

The back yard was developed 
into a beautiful Japanese gar- 
den. 

Ken Wilson died 25 years ago, 
on Dec. 29, 1981

“Bone discovery” 
turns up no evidence

TEWKSBURY and WILM- 
INGTON The origin of a 
recent discovery of a “pile of 
bones” reported to Tewksbury 
Police proves elusive to animal 
confrdh officérs in Tewksbury 
and Wilrnington. Investigation 
by animal control officers 
reveals no illegal activity and 
possibly points to coyotes. 

Two weeks ago a resident 
reported to police that her son 
found a pile of bones, a rotting 
smell, and a corral of “sick 
cows” while walking behind 


their home, near the 
Tewksbury/Wilmington town 
line. 


“When the son approached the 
bones an older male came to 
the location with a shotgun 
yelling he was on private prop- 
erty,” stated the police report. 

The matter was referred to 
animal control officers in both 
towns who investigated the 
area but found neither bones, 
nor cows. Indeed, further inves- 
tigation revealed that the inci- 
dent, though reported in 
December, actually occurred in 
July. No reason is known why 


the complaint was made five 
months after the alleged event. 

Ellen Sawyer, Animal Control 
Officer for Wilmington, con- 
firmed that there are no per- 
mits in Wilmington for cows 
and that the private property 
had no evidence of any cows or 
animal carcasses. Tewksbury’s 
Animal Control Officer, Brian 
Fernald concurred, “Basically, 
it was an incident in July and 
they waited until now to call the 
police and report it. It’s an old 
issue; the kid was on private 
property to begin with, if it 
indeed ever occurred.” 

Both Animal Control Officers 
agreed that any carcass found 
may have been a deer killed by 
a coyote, Coyotes are common 
in the area and sightings are 
often reported to Sawyer and 
Fernald by residents. 

Coyotes, according to the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife 
(MassWildlife) moved into 
Eastern sections of 
Massachusetts and Cape Cod in

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TAX PLANNING 
FOR THE RICH 


When family income is so high 
that itemized deductions and per- 
sonal exemptions are reduced, tax 
planning can call for different tac- 
tics, 

Rather than claim children as 
dependents, it may, starter [0 
let them claim their 
credits. An older child wieven 
claim the younger ones as depend- 
ents, perhaps qualifying for a 
child-care credit and a refundable 
earned income credit. Do make 
gifts to children each year, up to 
$12,000 free of gift tax. 

Disability of a high earner can 
severely threaten the family’s wel- 
fare. Protect with disability insur- 
ance—but pay for it with taxable 
income so that benefits will be tax 
free. If long-term-care insurance is 
paid for by the business of a self- 
employed person, it should count 
as self-employed health insurance, 
deductible above the AGI line. 
And plan ahead by creating a 
power of attorney with gifting 
power should one become dis- 
abled. 

Rich or not so rich, tax planning 
makes good sense.

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Acadians told, 
“Go build yourselves a boat!”

His name was John 
Labradeur, but originally, the 

first name was Jean, He and 
his family came from 
Malagash, a town on the north- 

part of what is now Nova 

tia, facing the Gulf of St. 
wrence. Jean was one of 7000 
adian French who were 
iled into the British colonies 
1755. The English changed 
his last name, too, to Larbardor. 

There had been, for nearly a 
*éentury, a series of wars 
‘between the British and the 
‘French. Much of the fighting 
“was in Europe, but from time to 
‘time it erupted on the 
‘American continent as well. 

Acadia was French from the 
{time of the first settlement in 
| 1603, The people came from the 
northwest of France, and from 
‘the valley of the Loire River. 
‘They were, of course, Roman 
‘Catholics, 
| There are many people in 

Massachusetts today: who are 
descended from these 
‘Acadians. They may like living 
‘in Massachusetts, but such was 
not the case with their ances- 
j tors. 
« Acadia became British as a 
‘result of the Treaty of Utrecht 
‘in 1713, and the residents 
became British subjects. They 
were allowed time to take an 
‘oath to the sovereign of 
England, but this they refused 
to do. 
|| The French colonists took the 
position of qualifying their oath 
of allegiance, so that they 
‘would not have to fight against 
the French. They became 
"known as French Neutrals, and 
they continued to farm their 
«land in Acadia, clearing woods 
‘and draining swamps. 
{| Fighting was going on in 1755. 
The British captured a fort 
between New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia called Fort 
Beausejur. Three hundred 
Acadians, the British said, were 
found in this fort, a part of the 
French force. 

Notwithstanding this, an offer 
was made to those who had not 
been captured in arms, that 
they could remain in possession 
of their land and remain in 
their church if they would take 
an oath of allegiance. This the 
Acadians refused to do, unani- 
mously. 

The governor of Mass- 
‘aehusetts was William Shirley, 
‘an English attorney. He had 
been, for some years, the 
King’s Advocate General and a 
surveyor of the King’s woods. 
This had given him a good 
background in the geography of 
the region over which he ruled. 

As governor, Shirley knew of 
the constant border warfare, 
commercial rivalry, encroach- 
ments and massacres on the 
part of the Indians and the 
“Prench. He had appointed the 
: Massachusetts delegates to the 


tion. 

The royal governors planned a 
war against the French. It 
would proceed in four move- 
ments, one of them being to 
march General Bradford to 
what is now Pittsburgh, Pa. 
That march was a disaster, one 
of several suffered by the colo- 
nials. 

But Gov. Shirley commis- 
sioned John Winslow raise 2000 
volunteers to carry out the 
fourth part of the plan — to 
remove the French from Nova 
Scotia. They sailed in three 
frigates in May of 1755, and it 
was on the 26 day of May that 
they reached the Bay of Fundy. 
By August 1, the inhabitants 
had been rounded up and were 
on their way to Massachusetts. 

The Acadians were scattered 
throughout the colonies. Some 
were sent as far as Louisiana. 
The scene of embarkation and 
emigration was made famous 
by Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow in the poem 
“Evangeline.” 

Every town in Massachusetts 
had to take a family of French 
Neutrals, as they were called. 
John Larbardor and his family 
were sent to Wilmington. 

Tewksbury had a family 
which, one of the old timers 
said, “we soon got rid of.” 
There were also French 
Neutrals in Reading and 
Woburn. In Andover, there was 
the family of Jean Ebert, who 
became known as “Johnny 
Bear.” The family was called 
the Bear family. 

There was only one house in 
Wilmington that was available. 
It was the former home of the 
John Harnden family, where, 49 
years earlier, Indians had 
chopped a hole in the roof and 
killed Susanna Harnden and 
three children. 

Since that day, no one had 
lived in the house. It stood 
alone and untended on a slight 
hill overlooking the Andover 
Road. Today, one would 
describe the site as near the 
northerly boundary of the 
Woburn Street School yard. 

The selectmen of Wilmington 
were ordered, as were the 
selectmen of other towns, to 
care for the French Neutrals, 
and to send the bills to the sec- 
retary of the Province of 
Massachusetts Bay, in Boston. 

One of the selectmen was 
John Eames, 30 years old, the 
son of Daniel and Abigail

Harnden of the massacre 
house. Each of them later had a 
part in the American 
Revolution. 

Perhaps this was not a nice 
place to send a family of 
French Neutrals. That, of 


Since then, the writer has 
seen examples of the handwrit- 
ing of her husband, Rev. Isaac 
Morrill. In a case of compari- 
son by memory, it is possible 


that he wrote the letter. The sig- 
nature, however, was John 
Larbardor. 


The results were that the fam- 
ily of John Larbardor was 
ordered to be taken from 
Wilmington and placed in the 
Boston poor house. There was 
another order at the same time 
for the French Neutrals of 
Quincy. They, too, were placed 
in the Boston poor house. 

That should end the story — 
but it doesn’t. 

For there were more records 
of John Larbardore, some in 
the State Archives in Boston, 
and some in~ the Woburn 
records which mention Joshua 
Harnden, he after whom the 
Harnden Tavern was later 
named, 

In 1761, John Larbardor was 
back in Wilmington, and the 
Woburn records prove it. Maybe 
he never left. 

Joshua Walker of Woburn was 
paid four shilling on July 6 of 
that year for going to 
Wilmington to “divide” the 
French family. 

And on Oct. 8, 1761, Jonathan 
Harnden of Wilmington 
received eight shilling as pay- 
ment for moving the French 
family to Woburn. No name for 
the French family was given in 
either instance. 

There are two more Woburn 
records in 1764. Capt. Zacharia 
Flagg was paid two shilling for 
a load of wood for the French. 
And on Dec. 29, 1764, John 
Lapidore was paid in full one 

and twelve pence for 
“maintaining the French for 
one year.” 

A little over a year later, on 
Jan. 8, 1766, John Labedore was 
paid in full one pound twelve 
shilling for “him and his fami- 
ly.” Then on August 29 of the 
same year, there was a further 
entry: Paid to John Labedore 
one pound twelve shilling. 


That seems to be the last 
record of John Larbodeur, for- 
merly of Acadia. Maybe he took 
his family back to their home, 
overlooking the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. Maybe he went to 
Quebec, where his cousin lived. 


There seems to be no further 
record of him in Massachusetts.

It probably won't hit him until early next year 
- with the emphasis on early. 

Next Monday, January 2, award-winning radio 
journalist and former Reading resident Gary 
LaPierre, co-anchor of the WBZ Morning News on 
WBZ NewsRadio 1030, will likely do the same 
thing he has been doing for over 40 years - wake 
up at 3 a.m. and look at his alarm clock. Only this 
time, he will do something he hasn't done since 
1966 - he'll roll over, and go back to sleep. 

Friday, December 29 will be LaPierre’s last 
day anchoring the morning news, as he signs off 
after serving for 40 years as the first source of 
news in the morning for thousands of New 
Englanders. For many who grew up and still 
reside in the area, his voice has been on in the 
background of countless homes spanning the ages 
- children listening to hear if school has been 
called off in their town, then listening to the same 
voice years later to see if their own kids will be 
staying home that day, 

“I really won't know what to do with myself for 
awhile,” said LaPierre, who took time out of his 
last few weeks on the job to visit the Daily Times 
Chronicle offices in Reading, a town he called 
home for over 30 years, one recent afternoon. “It's 
going to take some getting used to, but | am look: 
ing forward to sleeping in.” 

According to a biography released by WBZ, 
after joining the radio station as a general assign 
ment reporter in 1964, LaPierre moved over to the 


anchor desk and has anchored the morning news 
each weekday on WBZ NewsRadio 1030 since 1966 

He branched out to the television side of WBZ 
as well, handling anchor duties for various news 
casts at WBZ 4 since the 1960s and then taking 
over as anchor of the noon newscast from 
November 1996 to May 1999. 

In addition to his anchor duties at both WBZ 
radio and television stations, LaPierre has pro 
vided radio comfnentary three times a week on 
the "LaPierre on Lhe Loose" segments on WBZ 
NewsRadio, a feature on the afternoon drive 
newscast that received the Associated Press 
Award for Best Radio Feature in 1992 

He has been the recipient of the Edward R 
Murrow Award for Best Radio Newscast in New 
England on several occasions, including in 2006 
In 1986, he was presented with the Gold Award for 
the Best Newsman of the Year at the 
International Radio Festival in New York City 

During his morning radio program, LaPierre 
also contributes live reports each weekday on 
WBZ 4 News during the television newscasts. 

By virtue of his position with WBZ radio 
(LaPierre spent fifteen years as the radio sta 
tion's chief investigative reporter), he has had a 
bird’s eye view of every major news story, both in 
Boston and on the national stage, that has 
occurred over the last 40 years. He anchored the 
station's coverage of the Blizzard of '78, which 
required five consecutive days in the studio, and 
has covered all national political conventions

the parallel between Jesus' 
story and the life of Edward 
Wilson, the American intelli- 
gence agent at the center of 
"The Good Shepherd”, the 
story about the creation of 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency, a warm holiday tale 
if there ever was one. Where 
Jesus demonstrated compas- 
sion and love; Wilson is very 
cold and detached. 

Still, Wilson (played by 
Matt Damon) is also a model 
of dedication and service, a 
meticulously groomed, 
always alert robot. Wilson 
seems to be observing his 
own life in the same way he 
might watch a favorite movie 
- never missing a cue or 
favorite line, yet never con- 
necting: with anyone he 
meets. 

In "Shepherd," Wilson 
functions as a sort of tour 
guide, taking us through the 
first two decades of the CIA 
The movie stitches together 
fiction and fact as it moves 
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back and forth between the 
fallout from the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco in 1961 and Wilson's 
earlier adventures, which 
began when he was a poetry 
student at Yale in 1939 who 
was recruited to spy on a 
professor named Fredericks 
(Michael Gambon) who was 
suspected of being a Nazi 
sympathizer. 

"Shepherd" was directed 
by Robert De Niro (who also 
makes a couple of brief 
appearances as one of 
Wilson's mentors), and it's 
an offbeat epic, a chronicle 
of espionage and skulldug- 
gery that features little in 
the way of traditional action 
and, at least until the end, 
even less in terms of emo- 
tional drama.

Wilson is not easy to like, 
which makes "Shepherd" 
somewhat difficult to get 
into. . 

But the movie is very well- 
made. De Niro loves shadowy 
streets, sterile suburban 
homes and finding the unusu- 
al within the ordinary, such 
as the entrance to an under- 
ground office that's con- 
cealed behind a dressing- 
room mirror, or a coded mes- 
sage on a one-dollar bill. 

De Niro is himself an 
accomplished actor, and he 
gives the ones appearing in 
this film a high level of 
respect.

Two centuries 
in Wilmington 

“Perhaps you've seen the 
small white farm sign adver- 
tising mums and honey at 
the intersection of Lowell 
Street (Rt. 129) and West 
Street,” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“That little sign has a 
very big story behind it that 
spans over two centuries. It 
is the story of the Foley 
Farm, home to Larry and 
Dorothy Foley of Kilmarnock 
Street. The farm has been in 
the Foley family since 1897 
when Larry’s grandfather 
Joseph purchased the prop- 
erty. Today, it holds the dis- 
tinction of being 
Wilmington’s only remaining 
working farm. It is, in part, a 
reminder of how this once 
rural town thrived as an 
agricultural society. 

“The plaque on the 
Federa] style portion of the 
home reads 1813, but a por- 
tion of the home actually 
pre-dates that. It's not known 
exactly when the older 
Saltbox-style portion of the 
home was built, but it served 
as the original dwelling of 
Levi Parker sometime in the 
late 1700s. A section of the 
Saltbox portion still remains 
with its original stone fire- 
place. 

“Levi Parker built the 
barn across the street from 
the home. The barn, which 
was nearly destroyed in a 
2000 snowstorm, is currently 
being reconstructed. Larry 
Foley said that many of the 
old tools, such as iron anvils 
and early farming equip- 
ment, have been found in the 
barn. 

“Across from the barn, in 
front of the farmhouse, a 
large stone sits on the corner 
of the property. This rock 
was known as the ‘stepping 
stone’ and it was used to help 
passengers depart the stage 
coach which periodically 
stopped there. The stage 
coach’s route passed by the 
farm as it made its way 
between Reading and 
Andover...”

since 1968 and interviewed every 
American president since Lyndon 
Johnson in 1964 

When someone’s career begins 
with an assignment like spending 
two days traveling with The Beatles 
when they visited Boston during 
their first American tour, and 
begins winding down when you are 
trying to make it through a live 
broadcast like the one that 
occurred the morning of September 
11, 2001, there are more than 
enough stories in between to fill the 
pages of least one book - and 
LaPierre may have one in the 
works in the very near future. 

“T've had thoughts about putting 

one together,” said LaPierre. 
“Certainly talking about my experi- 
ences at WBZ, but also about my 
observations over the way the 
media business, the business of 
bringing people the news they need, 
has changed over the last 40 years. 
The way it was, is, and where I 
think we may be heading.” 

LaPierre has strong feelings 
regarding the state of broadcast 
journalism these days, specifically 
the business of radio. Many of 
those feelings cannot be presented 
in print, especially the ones he had 
following the recent firings in the 
newsroom at WRKO, but be assured his feelings 
for the future of the field are not kind. 

"At one time, every radio station in this town 
that was doing anything other than pop music 
had a news staff,” said LaPierre. “Now, if you 
want a job in radio news in Boston, in New 
England, and you're not working at WBZ, 
chances are you are out of a job.” 

While a resident of Reading, he was always 
accessible to local groups, volunteering his time 
and lending his name to local causes. He used his 
contacts to enlist the services of tennis legend 
Bobby Riggs, to help with the fundraising effort 
that resulted in the construction of a new YMCA 
for Reading, and lent his well-known voice to 
causes like local spelling bees. 

“I loved my years in Reading,” said LaPierre. 
“Both my sons went through the school system 
and have gone on to great success in life. My wife 
turned dance lessons out of our home into a well- 
known local business. It’s situated in a great loca- 
tion for commuters.” 

In recent years, LaPierre's former hometown 
has been on his broadcasts for the wrong reasons, 
whether it be a death at an illegal daycare being 
run out of a Reading home, or the tragic death 
during a fight between two hockey dads at the 
Burbank Ice Arena. But while it can sometimes 
be uncomfortable to be the bearer of bad news 
regarding one’s place of residence, LaPierre also 
brought to light some of the finer aspects of life 
in Reading while a resident here. 

“You have to report what happens no matter 
what,” said LaPierre. “If you have any qualms 
about doing that just because you live in a town, 


, @ Wrong business : 
there is also the opportunity to shine a light o 
the stories that no one else hears about, that you 
know only because you live there. I think I took 
advantage of that while living in Reading when- 
ever I could.” 

LaPierre hopes to continue his affiliations with 
university level journalism and teach on a part- 
time basis, both in Massachusetts and Florida, 
where he has a winter home. 

A native of New England, LaPierre was born 
in Shelburne Falls, Massachusetts. He graduated 
from Grahm Junior College and attended the 
University of New Hampshire and Boston 
University. In 1998 he received an honorary doc- 
torate degree from Emerson College. He lives 
with his wife in the Greater Boston area. The cou- 
ple has two sons.
